Fires, Collisions, and Explosions
in New York—Conflagration at
Hunter's Point—The Loss,
$1,000,000 — Sinking
of a Steamer

Lives Lost,

Yesterday wus  day of horrors in New York,
The exhibit for the twenty-four hotrs preseots
the following disnsters:

About 3 o'clock yosterday morning a fire broke
ont in the extensive oll cannlog cstablisliment of
Devoe & Co., eltuated on Newlown cereek. at
Hunter's Point, The works conslsted of two
yards, each 200 feot long, and guve employinent
to more thian 200 men and boys, The business
of the firm, that of canning retined petroleam
for export and domestic uso, is snid to have boen
the l-.\ri_rtzrnt. in the waorld, The upper yard, near
the bridge, coptnined the tinshope and uine
large iron tanks, capable of holding 24,000 gal-
lynsof #ll. Beslde these thore were about 4000
barrels of oll and 12,000 cases of oll, ench
containing 10 gullons, 40 barrels of turpen-
tine In  tank, and 200 cases  turpen-
tine packed. Also, a4 stenmm  pump capo-
ble of pumping 450 barrels In  ten
hours. The lower yord was unsed for canning
refined naphtha, and contuived one of Devoe's
oatent fllling machines, supplied from two large
sron tanks, of o capacity of 2200 barrels. One
of the tanks was nearly filled with refined naph-
tha. This exploded soon after it caught fire,
tearing away the top and doing considerable
damage to the glassin the houses in the vicinity.
Adjoining this tank wans a similar one about one-
quarter full of refined petrolenm. In addition,
there were 7000 cades of retined naphtha of fen
gallons each, packed ready for shipmoent, also
12,000 eang, five gullons euch, of nuphtha, filled
and ready to be packed. There wore, moreover,
between 200 nnrll 300 tons of coal used by the
company’s towboat, the greater part of which
wusﬁlruud.

0 brig Advance, which had finlshed loading
the®vening previous, lay at the upper yard with
800 barrels of refined petrolenm and 2000 cnses
of refined oil on bonrd, each case containing ten
gallons. The vessel took fire, was towed to the
end of the pier and scuttled. She will probably

rove o totul loss, together with her cargo, The
irig Susan Bergen, lyving at the same dock,
waiting to secure her cargo, wus with great
difficulty saved. At the same dock were five
lighters and a tank boat, all of which were
totally destroyed. One of the lighters, the Caro-
line Km on voard 1200 cases. A tenement house
on l}lunhlng streat, opposite the yard, was also
burned. The dwelling was owned by o Mr. Reed,
a keeper on Blackwell's Island, and was occupled
by several families, who lost pretty much all
thelr household properties,

Between the yards of Messrs, Devoe was the
refinery of the Mesers. Day & Co.  This was ulso
totally destroyed. The varnish factory of the
Mesars. Mayer & Lowenstine was but slightly in-
jaured. J. { Provoet & Co., denlers in coal,
fime, and bricks, lose abont FHK0, principally
on coal. The fire, when first discovered, was
burning at both ends of the yard, and Is thought
to have been the work of mn jucendlary, The
total logs will not full short of 1,000,000, The
Greenpoint Fire Department were carly at the
scene of the conflagration, and remained on duty
until a late hour yesteriday. So rapidly did the
flames progress, that nearly two acres of bulld-
ings, barrels, coal-yards, ete., were enveloped in
a sheet of flame within twenty mioutes of the
first alarm; and when the Willlumsburg firemen
renched the Newtown Creck Bridge the scene
was truly appalling. For miles around the
flames ilfumined the firmament; thousands of
men, women, and children from Greenpoint and
adjacent loealities flocked to the south side of
the ereck, many of thom in thelr night clothes,
while the Inhabitents of Hunter's Point, Dateh

Kills, and Ravenswood assembled on the
north  side. Flames of  great  volume
danced and skipped Hke meteors above and
around them. Sadden explosions, frequent

and terrible, evoked loud ories of alarm, Al
this contivued for hours, the multitude con-
stantly Increasing, as well as the firo. Mean-
while the firemen, under Chiel Engineer John
W. Smith, were working with great determina-
tion. By 10 o'clock yesterday they achievod o
mastery. The multitude gradually disperscd
But,while the fire wis confined to certain Himits,
it waa not subdued. Rivalets of oil in flame ran
from Newtown Creek Bridge to the East River,
tanks contaluing thousands of gullons of woil
purned defiantly until lute in the evening.

When the vrig Advance took lire Chicf Engi-
ueer Bmith and five of his men took a position
on o pile of bricks and directed u stream of
water upon her.  They had not been so engaged
over five minutes when an explosion occurred
on board, and a large lron tank was {-ri)[lvlll't.l
from the bgig nnd fell in the midst of the party,
knocking down the pile pud burying the firemen
in ita mﬁu. None of them, however, were serl-
ously injured. [

It appenrs that the tugboat but n little while
previous Lo the snd dlsaster which overtook her
so suddenly hiad entered the slip between plers
Nos. 15 and 16 to walt for a tow, and lay with
her bow made fast o a spile on the latter pier,
and her stern swung across the slip towards pler
No, 15. At the time of the explosion the pilot,
stewnrd, and deck hand aboye alluded to were
on the deck near the bow of the vessel and o
close proximity to the rear end of the boller,
which pnrtlvnlur end was the eause ol the
trouble. It was the lower portion of the rear
and of the boller that was blown out, and s
these men were but three or ‘illllr feot o front
and almost immediately over it at the time, they
llllll.lrluliﬁwl)' recelved the 1 full foree fl[ the
ghock.

The engineor states that when he lnst ex-
asmined the boiler, two minutes previous o the
explosion, it had o pressure of ffty-five pounds
of steam. He further states thot they were
allowed by the lnspector's eertificate to carry
sixt-pounds, und that she boilor was provided
with a “lock valve” which blow off at sixty-two
pounds.
